Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The rejection of record was reviewed, and specifically the 102(b) 
rejection in view of Focht. Mr. Caploon, requested further explanation of the examiners position with respect to what 
constituted the housing axis. Examiner restated the position that although the structures 4 and 7 were considered to 
be the housing, the axis extending through the housing 7 was considered the housing axis. Possible limitations to 
further define the axis were discussed, but the examiner indicated that such limitations would need to be seen in writing 
and would require further consideration. The possibility of writing the currently allowed claims in independent form and 
filing a continuing case to further pursue broad and possibly generic claims was discussed. The examiner stated, that 
such action might require a terminal disclaimer to obviate a possible double patenting rejection in the child case. . 
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
